Wage Hike of 
6 Per Cent in 
Phone Talks

WASHINGTON (AP)-A ten- 


tative contract agreement pro- 
viding an increase of 6.5 per 
cent a year in wages and fringe 
benefits was announced today in 
the nationwide strike of some 
200,000 telephone workers. 


The three-year contract, a 


pattern for all 600,000 Bell Tele- 
phone System Workers, totals 
19.58 per cent in higher wages 
and other benefits over the life 
of the contract. 


It will cost the Bell System 


more than $2 billion, said Presi- 
dent Joseph A. Beirne of the 
A F L -C I 0 
Communications 


Workers of America. 


Beirne said the strike, the 


first nationwide telephone walk- 
out in 21 years, could end early 
next week after ratification by 
the strikers. 


Union and company negotiat- 


ing teams in 17 cities worked 
through Wednesday night in 
hopes of ironing out final differ- 
ences. 


"We would like to wrap it 


up," said a spokesman for union 
President Joseph A. Beirne.

Humphrey publicly proclaimed 
himself a candidate too late to 
enter the primary. 


But less than two days later 


he was talking about Indiana 
Gov. Roger D. Branigin, who's 
running as a favorite son. Hum- 
phrey commented in a nation- 
wide television interview: "If 
anything I can say will be help- 
ful to him, I want to do that." 


Is Branigin a stand-in for 


Humphrey? 


Branigin and Humphrey say 


no, 


But the fact remains that 


Branigin alone is in a position to 
knock off Humphrey's two ma« 
Jor opponents for the riomina- 
tion- Sen, Robert F. Kennedy of 
New York, making his first bid 
in a major primary, and Sen. 
Eugene J. McCarthy of Minne- 
sota, trying to keep the momen- 
tum of victories in New Hamp- 
shire and Wisconsin. 


Richard M. Nixon is all by 


himself on another ballot-the 
Republican presidential prima. 
ry- but he's got a fight on his 
hands holding Republicans' in- 
terest in his uacontested race 
and putting down the Republi- 
cans' temptation to record their 
votes in the white-hot Demo- 
cratic battle. 


Both Branigin and McCarthy 


have openly courted Republican 
crossover votes. Technically a 
crossover is illegal in Indiana. 
But, as a practical matter, the 
enforcement lies in the chal- 
lenge at the polls, a/id the chal- 
lenges have been minimal in the 


past. 


With write-in votes forbidden, 


Nixon faces no greater threat in 
Indiana than the possibility of a 
low vote total resulting from ei- 
ther crossovers or apathy. 


His backers figure the entry 


of New York Gov, Nelson A, 
Rockefeller as an announced 
candidate may serve to keep 
Republicans in their own pri-

The bill would be a stronger 


version of a 1949 act that allows 
the state to take over unclaimed 
land or property, The new pro- 
posal would allow the state to 
take over utility and bank de* 
posits and holdings in financial 
institutions that have not been 
claimed in seven years. 


The philosophy of the meas- 


ure is 
that unclaimed and 


abandoned 
personal 
property 


should be preserved and put to 
use by the state rather that the 
individual or firm that happens 
to hold it. 


The 1949 act generated no in- 


come in 1966 and $5,000 last 
year. State officials say a con- 
servative estimate of funds the 
new bill would cause would be 
about $250,000 a year. 


The council also expressed 


dissatisfaction with state Reve- 
nue Commissioner B. Bryan 
Larey because he had not be- 
gun to levy sales tax against 
banks.

Hundreds to 
Start Poor 
People's March

Hundreds of Negroes are start- 
ing the Poor People's March on 
Washington, envisioned by Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr, as a 
means of dramatizing the plight 
of the poor of all races. 


As a final preliminary before 


departure of a bus caravan to 
Marks, Miss, today, a marble 
stone bearing a cross and a star 


is being dedicated here in mem* 
ory of the slain civil rights lead* 
er. 


King's widow and the Rev, 


Ralph D. Abernathy, the man 
who succeeded King as head of 
the Southern Christian Leader* 
ship Conference, take part in 
dedication of the stone, to be 
placed on the second floor bal- 
cony of the Lorraine Motel 
where King was standing when 
killed by a sniper April 4, 


Then 
Abernathy leads the 


first contingent of the Poor Peo- 
ple's Campaign on a twisting 
two-mile route through some of 
Memphis' worst slums to buses 
chartered for the trip to Marks. 


Both Mrs, King and Aber- 


nathy addressed a kickoff rally 
of about 8,000 Wednesday night 
and pleaded for a large turnout 
for both the dedication and the 
trip to Marks, the town termed 
by King as the nation's worst 
rural poverty area. 


A brief outbreak of violence 


flared 
in 
Marks Wednesday 


when about 20 Mississippi high- 
way patrolmen used rifle butts 
to break up a demonstration by 
Negro high school pupils outside 
the Quitman County jail. 


Deputy Jack Harrison said 


about 350 students had started a 
sit-in to protest the arrest of 
Willie Bolden, an advance or- 
ganizer for SCLC. 


By the time the trouble had 


subsided, seven of the SCLC or- 
ganizers were in jail. 


The memorial stone, a 4-foot- 


by-44-inch slab of white marble 
weighing 250 pounds, is on a 
pedestal for the ceremony. 


Below a star and cross were 


King's name, birth date, date of 
death and his title in SCLC. 
Then was engraved this inscrip* 
tion from the 31th chapter of 
Genesis i 


"They said one to another,be* 


hold, here eometh the dreamer, 


"Let us slay him.Weshallsee 


What becomes of his dream," 


King came to Memphis to 


plan another march in support 
of striking city sanitation work- 
ers when he was killed. He led a 
previous march which erupted 
into a flurry of window breaking 
and looting and had been sched- 
uled a mass meeting the night 
he was slain.

icopter swept low.

delta. 


The detainees gave mainly

fleeing from some kind of ex- 
pected attack, The very cohe- 
siveness of their replies raised 
hopes that perhaps the division 
had bagged a Viet Cong replace- 
ment company on the move—an 
unheard of feat. 


Disappointment was quick, 
Within 24 hours interrogation 


teams had identified seven of 
the men as Viet Cong soldiers 
and 29 as civilian offenders, 
men with improper papers or 
dodging the draft or fleeing civil 
charges. But the remaining 77 
were classified as just ordinary 
civilians, and the chief of their 
district showed up to vouch for 
them. 


A year ago the 77 men would 


simply have been turned loose 
to make their way home as best

Calls in State

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - New 


rate reductions on long-distance 
telephone calls within Arkansas 
are now in effect, Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co., announced 
today.

ed by the Public Service Com- 
mission. 


The firm said the reductions 


in intrastate long-distance rates, 
coupled with the interstate cuts 
and other rate reductions, will 
make a total reduction of nearly

tance rates call for reduced 
evening rates, Beginning at 5 p. 
m. on weekdays. Lower night 
rates apply for station-to-sta- 
tion calls placed inside the state 
after 7 p.m. on weekdays and 
all day on weekends and five 
special holidays.

for a new "early morning" rate 
of a maximum of only 40 cents 
for three minutes on station-to- 
station long-distance calls in- 
side the state.

Richardson, of Altadena, Cal- 


if., has theorized Icarus might 
eventually be pulled off course 
by the combined gravity Influ- 
ences of the planets Earth and 
Mercury, with which it also las 
relatively close brushes. 


He has suggested a possible 


defense if danger ever appears 
imminent— blasting Icarus out 
of the heavens with a nuclear- 
armed space vehicle. 


It has been known since at 


least 1957 that Icarus was due to 
make a close approach to the 
earth June 14 or 15 of this year, 


This forecast has been based 


on a computation of its strongly 
elliptical orbit around the sun— 
ranging from 18 million miles at 
its closest point to the sun, and 
183 million at its farthest, lea* 
rus wheels around the sun once 
every 409 days. 


Icarus is named for the ad- 


venturous youth of Greek my- 
thology who flew too close to the 
sun on wings of wax and feath- 
ers, then fell into the sea when 
the wax melted.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
maverick asteroid Icarus, a 
pip-squeak planet about a half- 
mile In diameter, starts hurtling 
earthward today at 20,000 miles 
per hour.

1949. It won't be visible to the 
naked eye.

The 7-1 decision affects speci- 


fically the Permian Basin fields 
of West Texas and southeast 
New Mexico, which pipe gas 
mainly to California and the 
Midwest. For home and business 
customers served by the field it 
will mean rate reductions plus 
refunds with interest going back 
to 1965, 


But the ruling also is a trail- 


blazer for rate setting in other 
areas of the nation. Proceedings 
covering 93 per cent of the na> 
tural gas produced in the United 
States were in suspension awail^ 
ing the Permian decision. 


Justice John M, Harlan, de'-i 


libering the decision, said the' 
FPC acted within its regulatory 
powers granted by Congress In 
the Natural Gas Act of 1938.
